to ſtand before thee, but hee muſt needes fa 
ynder thy reuenging hand, & the tortures of 
thy iudgements. This leſſon euery parẽt muſt 
teach his children to vnderſtande ant con- 
feſſe. For vntill they knowe howe much they 
are endangered to God, and in whar a feare- 
full eſtate they ſtand, by reaſon of their ſins: 
and vntill they knowe what a great God the 
Lord is, fomightic in power that he is N 
caſt all the world dow ne headlong into helf, 
and that hee will doe ſo indeede, except they 
craue mercie at his handes, turne vnto him, 
feeke his fauour, and indeuour to pleaſe him 
beforeT ay they knowe this, and this know- 
ledge be deeply ſetled in their harts, they will 
neuer ſcek after god, but d wel ſtil in their old 
eſtate, becauſe they thinke it is good enough 
vntill death ſer vpon che vnawares, & they be 
caſt away eternally. Wherefore here the firſt 
thing that parents are to beate into the heads

The ſecond thing which the parent muſt 
teach his childe, is to know his miſerable e- 
ſtatein Adam. The Lordein the 51. chapter 
of the prophecie of Eſay, ſaith vnto the chil- 
dren of Iſrael, Looks vnto the rocke whence yet 


are lumen, and to the bole of the pit, whence yee paſay.g1.r, 


are dig ged: ſo you niuſt call vpon your chil- 
dren to looke vpon Adam their great grand- 
father, out of whoſe loy nes all nations and 
people of the earth are digged. And here firſt 
in that the Lord vſeth a metaphor of a rocke, 
a pit, and digging, youmuſt teach your chil- 
uren that they are no better then the duſt of 
the earth, as wee may reade in the creation of 
man, Gen. 2. 5. and that their hearts naturally 
are as hard as any flint to teceiue grace; and 
being but duſt and voide of all goodnes, ſo 
ſoone as euer the breath of the Lord bloweth 
ypon them, they fall to their earth againe. 
Here you muſt teach your children that wbe 
all we, cuen al the nations of the world were 
in the hole of Adams fide, and as yer vncut 
out, God gaue vnto Adam, and ſo vnto vs 
being in his loines a law with two, conditi- 
ons, the lawe was this, that wee ſhould not 
eate of the tree of knowledge of good and e- 
vill, ſtanding in the middeſt of the garden of 


Eden, as we may read, Gen. 2. The conditions g 2 . 
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efthis law were theſe : the one life euetlaſting 
if we would keepe this law * out vnto 
vs by the tree of life, of which it was lawfull 
for vs to eate euery hower: the ſecond was, 
that in the ſame daye wherein wee ſhoulde 
breake this law, we ſhould dye the death, It 
was not. long after this lawe was made, but 
Gen. 3.6. Adam broke it, as we may read in 3. chapter 
of Geneſis, and ſo death preſently ſeazed vp- 
on Adam and al vs his poſteritie, being yet in 
his loy nes, according vnto Gods word, who 
ſaid in the ſame day that thou ſhalt eate of it, 


1. Cer 15.22 . Cor. i 3. I Adam all di, and as it is ſaid, Rom. 

Rem. 5. 12. 5, By one man ſiune entered into the world, and 

death by ſin, and ſo death went ouer all; in hom 

all men haue ſinned. So that now if wee would 

looke vnto our fountaine, and to our origi- 

nal pit from which we were firſt digged; we 

ſhould ſoone ſee our miſerable eſtate which 

is nothing els but deadly. And now that we 

might come to the bottom of this pit, that ſo 

wee might the more fully and cleerely fee all 

our miſeric, to humble ys vnder the mightie 

hand of God ; Imuſt ſhewe you howedeath 

hath entred vpon vs, and howe it hath killed 

vs, and giuen vs the deadly wounde euen 

while wee live, and yet wee perceiue it not. 

l This death hath firſt ſeazed vpon our rea- 
ſon and vnderſtanding, and put out thehgh 


thou ſhalt dye the death, and as it is aide, 
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of it; ſo that nowe wee hee as blinde as a 
ſtocke to beholde anie heauenly thing. For 
Saint John ſayth in his firſt chapter of the 
Goſpell, The light ſpineth in the darkgne 
and the derkeneſſ comprehended it not : that 
is, Gods word ſhineth into our minds, and yet 
wee cannot ſee it, ſo blinde are wee of our 
ſelues. Now if we cannot ſee the light it ſelfe 
though it ſhineth into vs, which light is the 
cauſe why all other things are ſeene as the A- 


poſtle ſheweth, Epheſi. g. For it is light that EH. ij. 


maketh all thinges manifeſt ; then much lefle 
can wee truely beholde any other thing elle. 
And whereas the Apoſtle: here callerh our 
reaſon and vnderſtanding darknes, which is 
all the light of our ſoules if ic were light, 
then howe great is our darkeneſſe? Our Sa- 


viour ſayth in the fift of Matthew: The light Maub. C. a. 


of the bodie 1s the eye, wherefore if the light that 
us in thee be darkeneſſe, how great is that darkg+ 
weſſe? ſo wee may here ſay, iſour reaſon and 
vnderſtanding, which is the eye of the ſoule 
bee darkenes, how great is this darkenes? oh 
death hath killed vs, ic hath put out all our 
light in heauenly things. Secondly, our mulc- 
rie which hath fallen vpon vs through this 
death is ſo much the greater, for that though 
all our light be put out, yet we thinke we ſee; 
and therefore we doe not with the two blind 
men in the goſpell crie out vnto aur Sauiour.

A de- 
monſtration of this doctrine wee haue in the 
nintl chapter of the goſpell after Saint /ohn, 
where our Sauiour faith; Iam come vnto indg- 
ment into this worlde, that they which ſee not 
might ſee, and that they which ſee might bee 
made blind. Then ſome of the Phariſies (aide, 
are we blind alſo? They could not belceve that 
they were blinde, and therefore our Sauiour 
there telleth them that their ſinne remained. 
And thus much to ſhew you how death hath 
taken the poſſe ſſion of the minde and reaſon 
ok man, in ſo much that it hath ſpoy led it of al 
light in heauenly vnderſtanding. Secondly, 
this death hath paſſed from the vnderſtan- 
ding and reaſon , and hath entred vpon 
the will and affections, and giuen them alſo 
the deadly blow ; ſo that now we cannot will 
or affect any thing that good is, and profita- 
ble to life eternall, ao more then a ſtone that 
is withour life, vntill ſuch time as Gods pre- 
uenting grace repaireth ys, and giueth vs a 
new 
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new power from heauen. And therefore our 
Sauiour faith in the ſixt of Iobn, No mau can

which is vnwilling. So that now we hauin 


loſt the life of our will, we muſt be haled and 
drawen by Gods grace, euen as men hale and 
drawe a logge that hath no moouing in it, or 
elſe we can neuer come to heauen. This do- 
ctrine is confirmed by the ſaying ofthe. Apo- 
ſtle, Rom.

8. The wiſcdome of the fleſh is enimitie againſt N.

ance of Gods fauour and loue vnto the ende: 
the fiftare often meditations of Gods good- 
nes towards vs: the ſint and laſt N 


all watchings in our ſoules ouer all our waies 
and euery particular action: if theſe things 
bee in you and abound, your faith ſhall ne- 
uer faile, but it ſhall be vnto you afountaine 
of liuing waters, and Gods mercie ſnal ſtand 
vntoyou and to your children for euer: which 
God graunt vnto you all for his ſonne Chriſt 
leſus ſake. 


Nou, after that you haue taught your chil 7he third 
dren ſirſt their one miſerie in themſelues, p--t of the 


and ſecondly the remedie againſt their miſe- 
rie, which is Gods mercie in Chriſt leſus, 
whereby they are ſaued and redeemed: the 
third thing now to bee taught them, is hat 
they ſhould doe after they are ſaued and 
redeemed, and that is to feare God, which 
is as much to ſay as to ſerue him. But with thee 
i mercie that thaw maicſt bee feared. And 
here firſt that I might proue vnto you that 
this phraſe in our text to feare God, ſigniſieth 
to ſerue God, Iwill bring two places of ho- 
lie Scripture for confirmation. The firſt is in 
the firſt chapter of Malachy, verſ. 6. A ſorne 
bonoureth bu father, and 4 ſernant his mas» 
fter : If I bee a father, where is my honour, and 
if [ bee a maſter where is my feare? that is as 
much to ſay, as where is my ſeruice? for wee 
knowe that the dutio of ſeruants is to ſerue 
their maiſter, and that their feare towardes 


them is required not ſimply for it ſelfe, 1 


for their ſeruice ſake, that ſo _—_— the 

more diligently ſecke to pleaſe them, whom 
they feare to offend. The ſecond is in the firſt 
chapter ofthe Goſpel of Saint Luke, and is 
” argument — —— end 1 re- 
1 7 emption, in words, wee being deli - 
_— wered ont of the hands of our — 
ſerue him without feare all the daies of our 

life, in holinss and righteonſnes before him. In 
which words wee are to learne foure inſtruc- 
tions. The firlt is, that when wee are redee- 
med from the burthen of our miſeries, and ſer 
in the ſtate of ſaluation, then conſequently ' 

wee ſhould giue our ſelues wholy to Gods 

ſeruice, becauſe then wee haue nothing els to 
doe. The ſecond doctrine teacheth vs how 
long this ſeruice ſhould continue: that is, not 
for a day or two, but for all the dayes of our 
life. For ſeeing Chriſt hath redeemed vs not 
3 for a day or two, but for euer, therefore it 1s 
& ww wſt that we ſhould ſerue him for euer: and 
y ſeeing Chriſt hath thought no paines too 
much to ſuffer for our ſakes ; ſo we ſhould 
thinke no labour too long or weariſome for 
his ſake again. Our Sauiour in the tenth chap- 
ter of Matthew teacheth vs, that he only ſhal 
Me, 10.22, be ſaued which continueth wnto the ende. The 
third inſtruction teacheth vs the ſumme or 
. chicfe sof this feruice of G OD, which 
are holines and righteouſneſſe; hohnes to- 
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wards GOD, and righteouſneſſe towards 


our neighbour , vpon which two all 
the — and — 2 
teacheth vs, firſt the true and onely manner 
of performing this holines and righteouſnes, 
which is ſpirituall, ſincere, and which is done 
and taken in hand with an eye vnto G OD: 
before him. So that if thou takeſt good due- 
ties in hande, and doeſt not looke vp vnto 
God wich the eyes of thy mind, and with the 
zealous affections of thine heart, & ſay, Lord 
this is for thee, and for thy ſake I doe it, thy 
holines and righteouſnes is not before God, 
and ſo no part of his ſeruice, hee accepteth it 
not. Secondly, this teachech vs to diſtinguiſh 
betweene the true holines and rightcouſnes, 
and that which is falſe and counterfeir, which 
is no part of his ſeruice. If thy holines & righ- 
teouſnes bee ofthine owne making, and tlie 
fancies of thine owne braine, as the toyes of 

perie are; then it is not before God, and fo 

all neuer pleaſe him. Wherfore if thou wilt 
ſee ke to ſhew thy ſelfe thankfull to God for 
thy great deliuerance, thou muſt ſerue him 
with ſuch holines and righteouſnes as is be- 
fore him, and that is ſuch as his worde onely 
commandeth. Now let no man thinke char 
this place is contrary to that which we labour 
to male plaine by conference and content, 
which is our text: the one affirming to feare 
God, 


God, the other ro ſerue God without feare. ln 
a word, this clauſe (withowt feare) in the 1. of 
Luke is not contrary to out text, Pſalm. 130, 
becauſe the one is vnderſtood of the feare of 
God, which is his ſeruice;ʒand the other of the 
feare of our enemies: and ſo the allegation is 
contained in the word ſeruice, and not in the 
worde feare : that wee being delinered out of the 
hands of our enemies, might ſerne bim : that is, 
fearc him, and feare him that we might ſerue 
him. Now having layd out vnto you the yn- 
doubted ſenſe and meaning of our text, Iwill 
ſnew youwhy the holy Ghoit here rather v- 
ſeth the word feare, then the word ſeruice, 
ſaying, that thou maieft be feared, rather then 
that thou maieſt be ſrrued. This is for that the 
Lorde thereby might the better — pat; vs 
vnto his ſeruice, and being prepared might 
continue and hold vs in the ſame, as it were 
witha bridle, from running out. And therfore 
we ſee in holy Seripture, that when the Lord 
would make any man fit for his ſeruice, he as 
it were manureth hun firſt by his feare, as we 
may ſee ſirſt in the Prophet Eſay, as wee may 
reade in his 6, chapter, where when the Lord 
called him to beare his hard meſſage vnto 
the children of Iſrael, he appeared vnto him 
in a fearfull viſion ſitting on his throne of 
maieſtie, to the ende that this fight might 
ſtrike ſo deepe an impreſſion *

of his calling: Foe i me (ſayth hee) for I am 
vndone, becauſe / am a man of polluted lippes:for 
mine eyes haue ſeene the King and Lord of boſtes.

Againe, in the calling of Ezechiel, as we may xzech.1.29, 
reade in his firſt chapter, wee may ſee what a . ra, 


fearcfull viſion hee had, ſo that he fell downe 
vpon his face before the Lord, and could not 
ſtand vp any more vntill Gods ſpirite had 
entred into him and helde him vp. And a- 
gaine1athe 19. of the firſt book ofthe Kings, 
when the Lord called his ſeruant Eliab to go 
about a dangerous and hard peece of ſeruice, 
(which was to annoynt two Kings, and both 
againſt his Lord and ſoueraigne Achab, to be 
auenged of him add his bloudie wife /ezebel 
for deſtroy ing his Prophets) y he might not 
at any time flyc out from his charge, as Jonah 
did. the Lord prepared him before with frare- 
full ſignes: fit ſt he ſent a mightie ſtrong wind 
which rent y mountaines, & brake y rockes 
before him. 2.after the wind he ſent an earth- 
quake, after the earthquake there came a ſire, 
& after the fire whe Eliah was now ſufficiẽtl 
bumbled & prepared, came a ſtill and a ſ 
voice, & then he receiued his meſſage. In like 
mãner alſo whe the Lord gaue the law of this 
his ſeruice ynto his people vpõ moũt Horeb, 
what fearefull ſignes did he ſend beforeꝛthere

them behinde in priſon till they had cleared

to withhold them from fin : and that his fearg £290.20.20 
may be before you that you ſin not. So that now 
take away gods feare 8 before our eies, &

eruice, though we haue made neuer ſo good 
an entrance. The force of this bond of fear 
when lacob behelde, hee toulde his vncle 
Laban plainelie, Geneſis 3 i. that except the Gen.31.42. 
feare of Iſaac had beene with him, meaning 
the feare of God who was Iſaacs feare, hes 
would haue ſent him away empty: and euen 
ſo beloued, it is with vs all, except Gods frare 
temaine and continue with vs, though the 
Lorde hath deſerued neuer fo much ar ur 
bandes, yet wee like vnchankefull Labans 
would fend him emptie away, and robbe 
him of the praiſe of all his bleſſings and gra- 
ces beſtowed vpon vs. Morcouer this feare

uetnours: ſecondly, in relieuing our inferiors 
and all ſuch as ſtand in neede of our helpe: 
and thirdly, in being kinde to our equalles, 
and lowing to all. For the dueties towardes 
our ſuperiours ; the ſubiect muſt honour his 
magiſtrate with obedience, teuerence, and 
common maintenance: fo the people mult 
honour their paſtour, the child his parent, the 
wife her husband, and the ſeruant his maſter. 
All cheſe mult bee honoured and obeyed of 
vs not ſleightly, but ſeriouſly and vnfeyned- 
ly, euen as purpoſing to honor God in them. 
for chis alſo is a part of Gods ſeruice, and the 
dueties which wee giue vnto them wee muſt 
giue as vnto God hunſelfe, ſetting God al- 
waies before our eyes, whome in all thinges 
wee ought to worſhip and reuerence. And 
on the other ſide, ſuperiours muſt know ſo to 
carie t hetmiſelues towardes their inferiours, 
in gouerning, teaching, and — 


werie man his dus, ſaith the Apoſtle, Rom. 13. Re 13. 7.8 
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them in all wiſedomo and grauitie, that 
may ſeeme worthie of thoſe honours whic 
according to Gods ordinance are beſtowee 
nn the helping and 
rclicuivg of our brother, wee muſt not doe 
it by haltes, but fully, as God himſelfe hath © | 
commaunded. We muſt not aide him in his 
bodie, and hurt him in his goods; and wee 
muſt not helpe him in his goodes, and offend 
him 1a his name: and laſtly , wee mult not 
care for him in his bodie, goodes, and name, 
and ſuffer his ſoule to petiſh by vs for want of 
our ipirituall counſell and exhortation ; but 
wee muſt labour to vpholde and defend him 
in all theſe together, bur eſpecially in his 
ſoule, becauſe this is more pretious then all 
the other, For euen as one member of our 
own bodie is as deere vnte vs as another: 
ſo ſhouldall our brothers. things be vnto vs, 
becauſe we are all members of our deere Sa- 
uiour, who hath loued vs all alike in giuing 
his whole ſelfe for vs all. Thirdly, and laſt- 
ly, ſo ſhoulde wee loue all men, as well 
thoſe which haue no neede of vs, as choſe 
which ſtand in need, that no offence being

If our gracious Prince to ſhew 
her puiſſance againſt a forraine power, ſnould 
call forth one or two of her ſubiecta, who are 
molt be holding vnto her, to iuſt and turnie 
in her preſence for her honour, would they 
not ſtraine all their ſtr in this ſeruice, 
yea and their liues too? Now, ſhall wee doe 
more fot our Prince then we * 
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Hath net our God called vs out by name to 
ht for his honour, to bee a choſen and 
culiar people vnto himſelfe, to ſtand on his 
to 2 foorth his vertues, and to bee 
zcalous of good workes, (yea and that wee 
mighe the better performe this ſeruice, hee 
hath furniſhed vs with his one armour and 
weapons, yea and his one hand is with vs 
too, though all men ſee it not) and ſhall not 
we now doe valiantly for our God? and ſhall 
not wee nowe endeuour our beſt to anſwere 
the expeRation of our heauenly King? O my 
deare brethren, ſce the ende of your calling. 
You are not called to ſhewe your owne 
ſtrength, or your owne vertues, or your own 
bolines? but you are called to ſhewe foorth 
the ſtrength, and the vertues, and the holines 
of the almightie, and to bee zealous of good 
workes. But what is this zeale that we may 
know it and followe it? This zeale, as the 
Spouſe in the laſt chapter of the Canticles 
teacheth vs, is no ſmall matter, but a moſt 
ardent and burning loue vnſpeakable, ouer- 
comming all the affe ctions in man: Lowe s 


ſtrong as death, and ⁊cale ts crnell as the gase, ca uic. 9.6. 


the coales thereof are fierie coales, and 4 vehe« 
ment flame : yea the flame of God,as the He- 
brew worde fignifieth , Much water cannot 

nench lone, neither can the flonds drowne it. 


Now then (beloued) you lee che end of your 
redemption 


redemption and calling: it is not only to do 
good wor ks, but to be zealous of good works 
you are called and redeemed to the heate ane 
fire of good works, y ou are called and redet 
med to ſuch a burning loue of them, that no 
thing may quench it: nay euen as death anc 
the graue ouercome all things; ſo this zeale 
in vs of good workes ſhould ouercome and 
caſt downe before vs all the lets and impedi- 
ments which Rand vp againſt vs in the ſer- 
vice of our God: for loue is ſtrong as death, 
zeale is cruell as the graue. Wherefore O you 
redeemed of the Lorde, not with golde and 
ſiluer, as Saint Peter ſpeaketh, but with the 
pretious bloud of his one ſonne, lay this 
vnto your hearts, and ſtirre vp your (clues 
vnto Gods ſeruice; you that haue eares to 
heare, heare; and you that haue zeale within 
you, bee inflamed, for euery one cannot. I 
call vpon you all, as the Apoſtle Saint Iohn 
writeth, I call ypon you little children, be- 
cauſe you are well acquainted with your 
fathets deate loue and tenderneſſe towards 
you; I call vpon you young men, becauſe 
your affections are ſtrong in you, and you 
are beſt able to beare the Lordes burthen; 
and I call ypon you olde men, becauſe you 
by reaſon of your long experience haue 
moſt knowledge of your ducties, giue the 
Lorde his due and right, and abound in all 

manner 
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manner of good workes, which he hath or- 
dained for vs to walkFin, to the glorie of his 
holy name.

cond principall want is the want of gouern- 
ment, as when parents teach their children 
good things, but doe not looke diligently af- 
ter the practiſe of them; nor ſee howet 
take roote in them, this is but a dead kinde of 
teaching, & therefore loſeth his fruit: but they 
doe worſt of all, who after they haue taugſit 
wel ſuffer the cleane contrarie, for theſe build 
with one hande and pull downe with the o- 
ther. Wherfore here the carcfull parent muſt 
not only teach, but continue in teaching, and 
not onely continue in teaching, but alſo look 
for the uit of his teaching: and againe not 
only looke for the fruite of his — ene bur 
alſo wall it about with his diligent gouern-

3- The third reaſon is dran frõ the true 71, proper 
end and proper good of euery clild. Teach god of every 
4 child in the trade of bis way, that is, teach child, 


him in the trade ofhis one way, and that is, 

as I have ſhewed you, in ſome boneſt profeſ- 

ſion, in good nourture and godlines. This is

Horſe bearing his burden vnto hell gates: ſhal 
they not be well paied for their paines when 
they come there? wherefore good parents if 
you would not haue your children to bee the 
diuels drudges, and to labour alt their liues 
for his profite, then teach them in the trade of 
their oꝶ ne way and hold them in it. 

4+ The fourth reaſon is fetched from the 
ſpeciall bleſſing of God vpon the parent for 
this vertuous care of inſtructing his children, 
as we may reade in the cighteenth chapter 
of Gene ſis, and the ſeuenteenth verſe. Shal 
Thide from Abraham that thing which I doe?for 
I knove him that hee will ommannde his ſorne: 
ard his houſhonlde after him, that they keepe the

Heere wee fee plainelie to no ſmall en- 
couragement to good parentes, howe the 
Lord referreth to godly inſtructing of fami- 
lies, as vnto the meane of his working, not 
onely the imparting of his ble ſſed ſecrets, 
but alſo all other bleſſings in generall ; that 
the Lord may bring vpon Abraham that be hath 


ſpoken vnto him. Now whar was that he had 


ſpoken vnto him? why the promiſe of all his 
bleſſings both temporall and ſpirituall as we 


may reade, Gen. 12. I willmake of thee,a great Gen. 12. . 


nation, and will bleſſe thee, and make thy name 


great, and thou ſhalt be a bleſſing. I will 40ſo bleſſe 


them that bleſſe thee, and curſe them that curſe 
thee, and in thee ſhall all families of the earth bee 
bleſſed. O great is the bleſſing that commeth 
by the meane of this vertuous teaching, the 
fruite of it ſhall remayne with our poſteritie 
euen long after we are gone, and the beneſice 
ſhal be poured out from age to age vnto the 
worlds end. Godlines maketh great houſen, 
for the Lorde hath promiſed his bleſſing to a 
thouſand generations of them that loue him: 
and keepe his commandements. But on the 
contrarie, what is the cauſe why the Lord hi- 
deth his lecrers, keepeth backe many a bea- 
uenly inſtruction, & withboldeth great bleſ- 
ſings from moſt parents, but becaule _

cocker them vnder their wing, and thus in 
deede their bodies grow tall, but their ſoules 
— ſuffer for want of ſpirituall inſtruction 

good manners, to dye and decay in them 
in the mean while, . they ſhew (as 
S. Chryſoſtome ſaith) how that they _— 

ort 
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forth the bodies of their children, but not 
their ſoules. This is not to keepe a nurſery for 
Gods Church which is built of ſpirituall 
ſtones. The Lord he thanked we our ſelues 
haue at the leaſt ſome care to ſerue God, oh 
let vs not leaue Gods Church in worſe caſe 
then we ſinde it, for then ſhould we leaue our 
ſhame behinde vs when we are gone: but it 
is to be feared (beloued) except we take bet. 
tet meanes in hand then — in, wer 
ſball leaue behinde vs ſuch a ſtinke, to the 
great annoyance of Gods Church after vs, 
that the ages to come ſhall be greatly infec- 
ted with it. For in very trueth and diligent 
wacchfulnes I ſpeake it, I finde far leſſe dutie 
in our youth, who owe teuerence to their el- 
ders, then in the elders themſelues, who ought 
to be reuerenced. What is become of the an- 
eient — of parents? a few late years 
of caſe and plentie haue made it ta be forgot- 
ten, as a lawe worne out of mind. Wherefore 


good parents, now lay to your hands before 


all run to ruine, take vnto you the auncient 
bonds where with your ſelues were hetd when 
you were young, receiue all the helpes of 
which I haue ſhewed you, and teach your 
— the whole — of — way, — 
may it bent e old men, 
debuer — — perfected to 


their children againe, that ſo Gods Churd 
an 
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and his glorie may not dye, but ſtill be proui- 
ded for to the end of the world. Al our hope is 
vpõ this youth now being; for if they be well 
brought vp then they will alſo haue care of 
the poſteritie following, and the poſteritie 
following ſhall againe commend this good 
education by eternall tradition to the day of 
doome? Oh you parents, caſt your eyes vpon 
this preſent ofspring framed of God ſo come- 
ly, as though they were deſtinate to ſome 

range and ſingular reformation. Conſider 
with your ſelues how the world to come ſhall 
reloyce ouer vs, and ſpeake of this happie 
conuerhon to all poſterities: and laſtly, lif 
yp your eyes to heauen, and beholde the 
bridegroome Chriſt Ieſus, preparing for his 
ſecond comming, and prepare you allo the 
world for him, that ſo we being found faith- 
full ſtewards at his returne, we may with our 
deare children and beloued poſteritic, enter 
with him into the Maſters ioy, which he grant 

that bath made vs all, to whom be all ho- 

nour and praiſe and cuery good 
dutie world without end.
